Conditions  of  Sale 


1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which 
is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid 
would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute  arises  between  two  or  more 
bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the  same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute.

Articles  not  paid  for  in  full 
and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned 
over  by  the  Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and  stored  in  some  warehouse  until  the  time  of  the 
delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser,  and  the  cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will 
be  charged  against  the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will 
be  upon  the  purchaser. 

In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of

A  somewhat  unsteady  looking  sailorman  appears  to  be  leaving  the  fortification, 
ivhich  bristles  romantically  with  cannon  and  is  further  protected  by  four  soldierly 
sentinels  and  two  lamp  posts  of  similarly  resilient  aspect. 

The  semi-circular  fort  stands  against  a  mirror  background  in  whose  reflection  the 
full  round  of  its  form  is  completed  while  its  gallant  guardians  are  multiplied  by  two. 
Mirrors  again,  edging  the  mound  whereon  the  structure  is  elevated,  constitute  a 
watery  moat  whose  placid  surface  is  enlivened  by  sail  boats.  On  the  side  walls  of  the 
box,  the  rigid  calm  which  pervades  the  center  of  the  stage  gives  way  to  warlike  activ- 
ity, for  here  are  carefully  pasted  lithographs  depicting  Ferry's  Victory,  the  over- 
whelming of  the  "Guerriere"  by  the  "Constitution,"  and  General  Jackson's 
victory  at  New  Oilcans. 

The  inscription  "Fort  Putnam"  may  be  seen  by  reflection  in  the  mirror  behind  it, 
while  the  date  1845  is  in  view  on  the  face  of  the  fort  over  the  top  row  of  cannon. 
Reproduced  in  the  July,  1924,  number  of  "Antiques."  A  rare  and  desirable  item  of 
great  historical  interest,  and  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  offered.

Full  length  on  horseback  at  the  head  of  his  staff  advancing  into  action  at  the 
"  Battle  of  Lookout  Mountain"  Nov.  24,  1863.  A  spirited  and  finely  painted  canvas 
of  this  distinguished  general  leading  his  men  into  the  famous  battle  above  the  clouds. 
Tames  Walker  (1810-1889)  was  a  well-known  painter  of  Mexican  and  Civil  War 
"nattles,  among  them  being,  "The  Battle  of  Chapultepec,"  now  at  the  National 
Capitol,  "The  Battle  of  Lookout  Mountain"  and  "The  Battle  of  Gettysburg."

Robert  Havell  was  an  eminent  English  engraver,  and  was  brought 
to  America  by  John  J.  Audubon  to  engrave  his  "  Birds  of  America."  Havell  remained 
here,  settling  in  Sing  Sing.  N.  Y.  He  engiaved  many  views  of  America,  the  best 
known  being  two  of  New  York  City — East  and  North  Rivers,  of  which  there  is  a 
sketch  in  this  book. 

These  sketches  are  most  interesting,  being  sketches  of  cities,  harbors,  trees, 
buildings  etc.  One  sketch  "East  River"  was  not  published.  Among  the  sketches  are 
the  following, — North  River  from  Dobbs  Ferry;  Dobbs  Ferry  Church;  Boston, 
Carmel,  Westchester  County,  showing  Lake  Gleneida;  Connecticut;  Washington;
